That 
the animosity against the baker has 
not entirely died out could be seen 
recently when Le Journal, not a Red 
or radical newspaper by any means, 
carried a cartoon on the front page 
showing two barefooted rnd unkempt 
Parisian urchi:s, standing in front of 
a huge advertising poster showing in 
brilliant colors the delights of some 
chic seaside resort or other. “That’s 
where the baker’s kic has gone,” re- 
marks one urchin. And the other re- 
plies: “Yes, with our coppers!’

He certainly does not grow rich any 
quicker than the grocer or the 
butcher or the tavern keeper on the 
corner.
